DWYER’S UNKNOWN WAS

Put His Shoulders Down on the Mat
Three Times Within an Hour at
the Bicycle Club.

Dian 8, McLeod, the Canadlan wrest-
ler, again proved his superlority last
night by throwing a short, stocky “un-
known,'" backed by Prof. M. J. Dwyer,
three times in an hour, at the Seranton
Bicycele club,

MceLeod agreed to throw the unknown
thres times In an hour, for a side bet of
$100 and the entire gute receipts, The
unknown wpositively refused to reveal
his fdentity last night, and Gideon
Perry, McLeod's manager, wans at o
loss to tell who he was. He had heard
of him, he said, but did not know his
real name. He I8 a young man, built
almost the same a8 MeLeod, and Jooked
to be in splendid trim when he stepped
on the mat. McLeod Is in training for
his blg match with Jim Parr, the Eng-
lish champlon, on April 16, and was In
first-closs condition.

The unknown kent on the defensive
from the start and wormed out of some
mighty ticklish holds. Several times he
wis all bul gone, and the crowd thought
all wag up. The next minute he would
be on his hands and knees, and smiling
over his shoulder at McLeod. The lnt-
ter, however, didn't do very much real
harvd wrestling until he lald out Mr,
T'nknown at the end of twenty-seven
minutes and twenty-two seconds,

After an interval of ten minutes, he
went after Dwyer's man at n furlons
pace. The latter appeared to be pretty
thoroughly tired out, and though he
atrove hard he woas laid flat at the end
of four minutes and forty-five seconds.
He held out o little better when thew
went at It again and wired himself out
of two neck holds In an exceptionally
clever manner, ¥e even tried to put
MeTLeod down, but he couldn't do muen
with the latter's Iron neck and big,
musculur back. He realized this and
fell back on*the defensive, to be put
down at the end of thirteen minutes
and fifteen seconds, or forty-five min-
utes’ actual wrestling time, all told.

Hugh Keenan, the referee, announced
hetween the second and third falls that
MeLeod, having heard that Prof. Dwyer
was not satisfled with the lust mateh,
would agree to put up $200 that he
(MeLeod) could put the professor down
five thmes in an hour. Dwyer will be

meet Jenking that he is willing to
wrestle for nothing at all, _

Jenking, however, wanis u Purge or a
big guarantee, and If the muateh 1=
pulled off it would have to he arranged
for the drmory, where $1,500 or more
could be renlized. My, Connolly will e¢n-
deavor to Interest some local men in a
plun to have McLeod and Jenkins meet
heve, Such an event would be one of
the really big matches of many venrs,
and would attract attention all over the
vountry,
